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Auditor's Report 


We have reviewed the financial reports of the Town of Dorset 
prepared by Peat Marwick Main & Co., Certified Public Accountants, 
who were engaged by The Board of Selectmen. We have also 
reviewed the financial reports of the Dorset School District, prepared 
by Sullivan, Powers & Co., Certified Public Accountants, who were 
engaged by The School Board. In our opinion, and to the best of our 
knowledge, these reports fairly represent the financial condition of 
both the town and the School District as of December 31, 1988 and 
June 30, 1988 respectively. 

The Town has no outstanding debt. On December 31, 1987 The 
School District borrowed under a Tax Anticipation note $328,000 at 
6.95% with a scheduled maturity of June 30, 1988. This note was 
prepaid on March 22, 1988. Further, $374,000 was borrowed at 6.3% 
on August 12, 1988 with a maturity of June 30, 1989. This Tax 
Anticipation note remains outstanding.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During 1988, the Selectmen dealt with a number of important 
issues facing Dorset. One issue was the Permit Allocation By-law 
which was adopted as an Amendment to the Interim Subdivision 
Regulations. This By-law allows two building permits per year fora 
minor development of four lots or less. The Permit Allocation By-law 
was presented to the Board of Selectmen by the petition process. 

In September of 1988, Vicon Recovery Systems filed for Chapter 7 
bankruptcy status. This action caused the Town of Dorset and other 
Northshire towns to deal with the very serious problem of trash 
disposal. As of this report, atemporary solution has been found anda 
long term solution to the problem remains in negotiations. 

A town reappraisal is being conducted by the Listers with the 
assistance of a professional appraisal firm. This reappraisal will be 
completed with the establishment of a new grand list by April 30, 
1989. Your cooperation in this matter will continue to be appreciated 
by the Selectmen and the Listers. 

The Town of Dorset. purchased a new international diesel dump 
truck in 1988 along with a used tractor and mowing machine. An 
electric generator was installed in the Town Office for emergency 
use. The Selectmen wish to advise the taxpayers that the town was 
reimbursed $16,759.97 by the State of Vermont as a result of 
expenses incurred during the October 4, 1987 storm. 

The Bennington County Sheriff's department continues to patrol 
the town with special attention being given to the two villages and 
outlying areas. The Selectmen have again found this service to 
satisfactorily meet the needs of the town and to be cost effective. 

We are pleased tc inform the voters that the 1988 audit of the town's 
books by our accounting firm has been completed revealing a fund 
balance surplus ($71,349). This was acomplished by town 
government with the support of the Dorset taxpayers. 

THE SELECTMEN WISH TO REMIND DORSET TAXPAYERS 
THAT DELINQUENT PROPERTY TAXES BECOME LEGAL LIENS 
AGAINST THE PROPERTY. THE LAW ALLOWS THE TOWN TO 
HOLD TAX SALES TO COLLECT OUTSTANDING PROPERTY 
TAXES. THE SELECTMEN WILL CONTINUE TO PLACE 
DELINQUENT TAX PROPERTIES ON THE PROPOSED TAX SALE 
LIST IN AN EFFORT TO OBTAIN TOTAL TAX COLLECTION. 

The Town Crew has been selected as the theme for the 1988 Town 
Report by the Board of Auditors. They are deserving of this 


recognition for their continued service to the Town of Dorset. We 
sincerely thank them for their tireless efforts to meet the town’s 
needs. 

In addition, the Selectmen wish to express appreciation to the 
Planning Commission, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Zoning 
Administrator, Board of Listers, Board of Auditors, Town Clerk, 
Assistant Town Clerk, Secretary, and Treasurer for their fine efforts 
during 1988. Lastly, the Board of Selectmen wish to thank the 
taxpayers of Dorset for their continued support.

(1) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


(a) Definition of Entity 
The Town of Dorset, Vermont, is a unit of local government chartered 


by the State of Vermont. The Town operates under a Board of 
Selectmen - Manager form of government and provides services as 
outlined in its charter. 


The financial statements of the Town of Dorset, Vermont, include all 
of the financial activity of the general government, special revenue 
fund and trust funds. All these components are included because 
they are under the direct control of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Manager. The Town exercises significant oversight, and 
financial interdependence exists. 


The financial statements of the Town of Dorset, Vermont, do not 
include the financial. activity of the Dorset School District. This 
is excluded from the financial statements of the Town because the 
Board of Selectmen and Town Manager do not have control over the 
District. The Town does not exercise significant oversight with 
respect to the Dorset School District and no financial 
interdependence exists. The majority of transactions between the 
two entities relate to the levying and collecting of property taxes. 


(b) Basis of Presentation - Fund Accounting 
The financial transactions of the Town are recorded in funds and an 


account group, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. Each fund consists of a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, 
revenues, and expenditures/expenses, as appropriate. Government 
resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means 
by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statements of this report, into two broad 
categories of funds and one account group, as follows: 


Governmental Funds 

General Fund - The General Fund is used to account for all revenues 
and expenditures applicable to the general operations of 
governmental agencies of the Town. All general operating revenues 
which are not restricted as to use by sources external to the Town 
are recorded in the General Fund. 


Special Revenue Fund - Special Revenue Funds are operating funds for 
which the use of revenues is restricted, generally by federal and 
state governments. The Town uses one special revenue fund: the 


Equipment Replacement Fund.

Fiduciary Funds 


Expendable and Nonexpendable Trust Funds - The Town of Dorset, 
Vermont, uses both expendable and nonexpendable trust funds to 
account for assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity for 
individuals, private organizations, other governments or other 
funds. Expendable trust funds are accounted for in essentially the 
same manner as governmental funds. The Town uses ten expendable 
trustrtunds: 


Town Building and Furnace Fund Recreational Development Fund 
Police Account Landfill 

Flood Money Bridge No. 23 

Unemployment Insurance Fund Property Tax Mapping Fund 

Sign Fund State Land Use Tax Credit Fund 


The Town uses three nonexpendable trust funds: 


Dillon Trust Fund 
East Dorset Cemetery Fund 
Glebe Land Sales Fund 


General Fixed Assets 

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the fixed assets 
associated with a fund are determined by measurement focus. All 
governmental funds and all expendable trust funds are accounted for 
on a spending or financial flow measurement focus. This means that 
generally only current assets and current liabilities are included 
on the balance sheets. The reported fund balance is considered a 
measure of available spendable resources. Governmental fund 
operating statements present increases (revenues and other financing 
sources) and decreases (expenditures and other financing uses) in 
net current assets. Accordingly, they are said to present a summary 
of sources and uses of available spendable resources during a 
specific period. 


The General Fixed Assets Account Group is not a fund since it does not 
reflect available financial resources. It is the accounting record 
of the general fixed assets and certain associated information. 


Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed 
assets) are accounted for in the General Fixed Assets Account Group, 
rather than in governmental funds. Public domain general fixed 
assets (infrastructure), consisting of certain improvements other 
than buildings (e.g., streets, bridges), are not capitalized. No 
depreciation has been provided on general fixed assets.

(ec) Basis of Accounting 
Basis of accounting refers to when revenues are recognized in the accounts 
and reported in the financial statements. Basis of accounting relates to 
the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the measurement focus 
applied. 


All governmental funds and expendable trust funds are accounted for using 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
when they become measurable and available as net current assets. 
Property taxes, except for School District taxes (see Note 2), are 
considered "measurable" when levied and are recognized as revenue at that 
time. Gross receipts and other income are considered "measurable" when 
received and are recognized as revenue at that time. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. 


All nonexpendable trust funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of 
accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they are earned and their 
expenses are recognized in the period incurred. A statement of changes in 
financial position for the nonexpendable trust funds is not presented 
because it would provide no additional information to the user. 


(d) Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
The Town follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data for 


the General Fund reflected in the financial statements: 


1. The Town Manager prepares the annual operating budget for the General 
Fund for the Town's year ended December 31. The operating budget 
includes proposed expenditures and the means of financing them. The 
Town Manager submits the budget to the Board of Selectmen for approval 
and presentation to the voters. 


2. After the budget is approved, the Town distributes to its citizens a 
"Town Report" which contains the warning for the annual town meeting 
and the proposed operating budget for the year. 


3. In March of the current year, an annual Town meeting is held and the 
budget is legally enacted by a general Town vote. 


4, Budget revisions must be approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


5. Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management control device 
during the year for the General Fund. 


6. The Budget for the General Fund is adopted on a basis consistent with 
generally accepted governmental accounting principles. The budgeted 
amounts are as originally adopted. 


7. Appropriations not expended by year-end are carried into the following 


fiscal year.

(e) General Fixed Assets 
The basis of the various items comprising property and equipment is recorded 
at original cost where available, or at estimated cost. Property and 
equipment additions are recorded as expenditures in the governmental funds 
in the year of acquisition. 


(f) Retirement Plan 
The Town of Dorset, Vermont, funds accrued pension cost. Town employees are 
members of the state administered Vermont Municipal Employees' Retirement 
System. The Town and its employees each contribute a statutory percentage 
of compensation to the system. 


(g) Encumbrance Accounting 


Encumbrances outstanding at year end are recorded as a reservation of fund 
balance in the Town's governmental funds, since they do not constitute 
expenditures or liabilities. 


(h) Accrued Compensated Absences 


The compensated absences of the Town include unpaid vacation pay and sick 
pay. The current portion of accumulated unpaid vacation pay and vested 
sick pay is accrued when incurred in governmental funds (using the modified 
accrual basis of accounting). The long-term portion is not recorded because 
it is immaterial. 


(i) Total Columns on Combined Statements 

Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned "Memorandum Only" to 
indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. 
Data in these columns do not present financial position, results of 
operations, or changes in fund balances in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data comparable to a 
consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been made in the 
aggregation of this data. 


(j) Interest Income Allocation 
Funds of the expendable trust funds and the equipment replacement fund are 
combined to purchase a single certificate of deposit. The interest income 
is allocated among the funds based on the percentage of the certificate 
purchase price contributed by each fund to the total purchase price. 


(2) Property Taxes 


Property taxes attach as an enforceable lien on property as of January ist. 
General fund taxes are levied in the middle of August and are payable the 
beginning of October. School District taxes are levied in the middle of August 
and are payable one-half the beginning of October and one-half in the middle of 
March. 


Included in advance tax payments at December 31, 1988 are amounts collected on 
behalf of the School District. These amounts must be remitted to the School 
District when due in March, 1989. The Town has use of these funds from the time 
they are collected until they are remitted to the Dorset School District.

(6) Pension Plan 

The Town participates in the Vermont Municipal Employees' Retirement 
System (VMERS). The VMERS is a cost sharing multiple public employer 
retirement system. Obligations of employers and employees to contribute 
and benefits to employees are governed by Vermont Statutes and Social 
Security Law. The system offers a wide range of plans and benefits 
which are related to years of service and final average salary, vesting 
of retirement benefits, death and disability , benefits and optional 
mehtods of benefit payments. All benefits generally vest after ten 
years of credited service. 


The total payroll for all employees of the Town for the year ended 
December 31, 1988 was $164,037 of which $130,011 was attributable to the 
VMERS. Contributions payable to the VMERS are calculated on the basis 
of salaries paid during the system's fiscal year ending June 30 and are 
made in accordance with funding requirements determined by the system's 
actuaries. The $6,254 of employer contributions paid to the VMERS in 
the Town's 1988 fiscal year represented 4.8% of the covered payroll for 
that period. The Town funds its portion of the retirement contribution 
from the General Fund.

Planning Commission Annual Report 


1988 was again a productive year for the Planning Commission, 
and we have been able to continue the work begun during the last two 
years. 

In March, the Planning Commission sponsored a series of 
workshops, in conjunction with the Mettowee Valley Conservation 
Project, to address the issue of growth in Dorset. Philip B. Herr & 
Associates, a Boston consulting firm, was hired to lead the 
workshops. Under Mr. Herr's direction, nine groups of Dorset 
residents, representing a cross-section of the population, attended a 
series of three workshops and discussed many aspects of the growth 
issue. During the final session, each group identified what it felt was 
the most important means of coping with the growth facing the town. 
Using these workshops as a base, the Planning Commission focused 
this year on a review and evaluation of the commercial/industrial 
zoning in Dorset. With the continuing growth pressures and the 
construction of the new Route 7, we felt that this area of zoning 
required immediate and intensive study. Changes to the Zoning By- 
laws and the Zoning Map have been drafted, and the Planning 
Commission is continuing to work with Dorset residents to develop 
regulations which will most effectively guide the town’s growth. 

During the course of the year, the Planning Commission held 
twelve regular meetings and eight special meetings, as well as 
subcommittee meetings. One Act 250 application was reviewed and, 
under the Interim Subdivision Regulations, one application for a 
minor subdivision and two letters of intent for major subdivisions. 
The Zoning Administrator issued 85 zoning permits, of which 13 were 
for new dwellings and 14 were renewals of old permits. This 
represents a decrease from the 109 total permits and 33 permits for 
new dwellings issued in 1987. 

It was with regret that the Planning Commission lost two valued 
members in 1988, when their terms expired. Margaret Bennett was 
instrumental in the establishment of the Design District for Dorset 
Village. George Wallace made many contributions during twelve 
years on the Commission, including serving as both Vice-Chairman 
and Chairman. We are fortunate that Mr. Wallace is representing 
Dorset on the Bennington County Regional Commission. 

As of December 31, 1988, the Planning Commission consists of the 
following members: Nancy C. Hagen, Chair; Henry Chandler, Vice- 
chair; Angela Coolidge, Clerk; William Calfee, Shirley Casy, Abbott 
de Rham, Donald Kellogg, Frank Kropa, and Scott MacKenzie.

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Dorset School Directors Report - 1988-89 
To the townspeople of Dorset, 


This year has been both an exciting and a frustrating one for the 
Dorset School board. It has also been a year of transition. 

Exciting because a large number of parents have appeared before 
the school board expressing their concerns, thus the seeds for 
improvement are sown, and because research on education is 
bringing forth more information upon which to grow. The State and 
Federal governments are also realizing the importance of education 
as is the business world which is spending millions to remediate for 
past weaknesses. 

Frustrating because the town showed support for it’s school by 
passing a substantial bond, only to find that septic problems put a 
crimp in the plans; and because the State is cutting back on monies 
alloted to certain areas of education while legislating action in these 
areas. Regarding the building addition/renovations it is expected 
that we will get the "go ahead” from the State provided we put a"‘cap” 
on the number of bodies which the facility will house. That is our 
intent and we hope to be digging by town meeting. 

This year, the school (as well as the BRSU) has lost some familiar 
faces among our staff and gained some new ones. We also have the 
two campuses which, after some intitial problems, seem to be 
working well. There is a new committee, the Advisory Council, 
whose function is to make advisements to the school board and 
whose intent is to provide a platform for more parent/community 
participation in the affairs of the school year-round. We are presently 
scrutinizing Our curriculum and, with the assist of the 
Superintendent's office, are in the process of making some changes. 
Two curriculum documents, science and music, have been accepted 
and are presently being instituted throughout the school. The math 
and physical education curricula are presently being developed. 
Clearly our efforts in Chapter 1 (our compensatory reading program) 
are paying off and feedback concerning our math consultant have 
been promising. Several workshops on Special Education have been 
presented to the staff and there have been two successful workshops, 
offered by the Child Protection Team, for community members on 
preventing child sexual abuse and on communication between 
parents and children. 

The proposed budget shows substantial increases, some of which 
could be controlled, others which could not. The School Board is 
asking the townspeople just where they wish to go with their school. 
Groups of parents have come to School Board meetings wanting for 
their children (and a petition to split the present first grade drew 
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support from well over two hundred community members); this is a 
budget which not only reflects their wishes but also solid educational 
practice. Do wetry our best to educate all of our children to the best 
of our ability or should we let some fall through the cracks? It will 
cost dollars. How far does the town want to go in the educating of 
their children? That is the question which we are posing by 
presenting the proposed budget which you see outlined in this town 
report. 

In conclusion, we encourage all to come to town meeting and 
discuss the school and it's direction. We wish the best to our staff 
members who have moved on and welcome all who are new to our 
school. We also wish to express our appreciation to the many 
volunteers who help on a daily basis to keep this school vibrant and 
who add so much to what we could otherwise offer the children of 
Dorset.

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A Report from the Superintendent of Schools 


Each of the nine school districts in the Bennington-Rutland 
Supervisory Union has had a busy and productive year. Specific 
activities and accomplishments for each of our school districts are 
discussed by your Principal and/or your School Directors in this 
year’s Town Report. 

The Superintendent's Office is pleased to report that it too, helped 
contribute to the overall high quality of education in the Bennington- 
Rutland Supervisory Union. Before discussing those 
accomplishments, | wish to introduce Gail Tanzman as our new 
Assistant Superintendent for Special Education and Thomas 
LaValley, our new.Assistant Superintendent who will have major 
responsibilities in the areas of curriculum, staff development, 
instruction, and teacher evaluation. Gail joins our Supervisory union 
with a decade of strong administrative experience in special 
education in the State of Massachusetts. Tom is a veteran Vermont 
elementary school principal with a keen understanding of the 
instructional and management aspects of our state’s schools. | 
personally welcome them and hope many of you will get to know 
them over the coming years. 

Our office has worked closely with BRSU schools on projects 
related to professional development and curriculum enhancement. 
Teachers and administrators have furthered their understandings in 
Current research on teaching through work in the Stallings 
Instructional Development Model and the Skillful Teacher Project. 
The BRSU Professional Development Committee, with its three 
subcommittees, assisted the Superintendent's Office on issues 
related to professional development for teachers and administrators. 
The Teacher Advisor Program, a teacher-helping-teacher project, 
found teachers acting as staff development advisors to their 
colleagues. Teacher incentive grants were awarded to teachers for 
innovative educational ideas. Teachers and administrators 
participated in numerous voluntary workshops, conferences, 
courses, seminars, and doctoral program experiences. School 
Board members received initial and advanced training in their 
responsibilities as school board members, in alternatives to 
collective bargaining, in curriculum development, and in current 
issues in special education. 

Our early education curriculum initiative focused on strengthening 
our Early Education Centers. We focused more attention on serving 
children in our center-based programs. Two BRSU teacher 
curriculum development projects were completed; one in science 
education and one in music education. These curricula are 
beginning to be implemented. Two new BRSU teacher curriculum 
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development groups; one in mathematics education and one in 
physical education are now beginning to craft curricula in these 
areas as well. 

Sunderland and Currier Memorial Schools completed the school 
approval process. By this time next year, Rupert and Pawlet will be 
reviewed by the school approval teams. Atthat time all of ourschools 
will have completed this evaluation process and be in different stages 
of making improvements in their schools based on School Board 
improvement plans. 

Theme Week 1988 brought a leadership group of teachers together 
to celebrate the theme "The Times They Are A Changing”. 
Educational Awareness Week this year (April 10-14) will find 
teachers in our schools selecting a theme to focus on for an entire 
week. 

The curriculum areas of guidance, library, art, and gifted and 
talented education were discussed, budgeted for, and in some cases 
implemented in our supervisory union. They remain of interest to 
many of us and we are continuing to work with several boards to 
implement these curriculum programs. Assistant Superintendent 
Greg Scieszka provided leadership for the drug education team to 
design and implement a series of educational activities in our 
supervisory union that will help BRSU students learn the dangers of 
drug abuse. We also implemented an alternative learning class for 
handicapped students with unique educational needs. 

In the area of public relations, our office now sponsors an all- 
resident newsletter - The Educational Networker, publishes articles 
in the local press, meets with key community leaders through a 
superintendent's luncheon, holds periodic press conferences, and 
has assisted the Sunderland and Pawlet Boards in _ their 
implementation of a public relations plan for their communities. 

Through federal and state grants, the Vermont Center For 
Educational Leadership Development and the BRSU Early Education 
Centers continue to receive funding for developing leadership 
training programs for Vermont school leaders and creating center- 
based programs for preschoolers who are at-risk of educational 
failure and/or are currently legally handicapped. Both of these 
initiatives have brought external funds to support interesting 
educational ideas for the State of Vermont and our supervisory 
union. 

The Chapter 1 and Special Education Programs continue to move 
ahead on the impiementation of adopted changes. As a result of 
those adopted changes in the Chapter 1 Program, the Vermont 
Commissioner of Education has formally nominated our Chapter 1 
Program for national recognition by the United States Department of 
Education. Chapter 1 teachers, regular educators, principals, and 
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former Assistant Superintendent Chaunce Benedict are to be 
congratulated for their excellent work in making the Chapter 1 
program work successfully for our children. 

Under Assistant Superintendent Greg Scieszka's leadership, our 
Finance and Personnel Department continued to phase in the 
computerization of financial records in the superintendent's office, 
assisted all our school boards in budget development and financial 
management, and further developed personnel systems for the 
advertising, selection, and orientation of personnel to our 
supervisory union. 

We assisted Danby and Mt. Tabor in determining that their seventh 
and eight grade students would begin being tuitioned to area junior 
high programs starting next year. We worked closely with the Dorset 
Board. in seeking approval of their site plan for their building 
improvement project. We expect to begin working closely with 
Sunderland and Manchester Boards in considering alternatives for 
the future in assuring that adequate facilities are available for 
educating their K-8 students. As the public school approval reports 
are received by Pawlet and Rupert Boards, it is likely that our office 
will also assist them in considering options for improving their own 
school buildings. 

Through the Vermont Superintendents Association and the 
Vermont Center For Educational Leadership Development Task 
Force on Educational leadership, | personally was able to work with 
the new Commissioner of Education in formulating his policy 
initiatives for Vermont education. We influenced the direction of 
these initiatives and expect to work closely with the Commissioner as 
these are considered by the State Board of Education and the 
Vermont Legislature. 

| remain most impressed with the effort and commitment of 
teachers, administrators, and school directors in the supervisory 
union. These three groups of individuals worked with our office on 
many important educational programs, created many of their own, 
and found time to influence the course of educational events state- 
wide. | am pleased to be part of the team of individuals interested in 
education and ask that the citizens of our supervisory union join with 
us in celebrating our successes as you Convene at your annual town 
meetings to help set the agenda for education for the next school 
year.

We have operated two school buildings this year. We are using the 
Mt. Laurel School to house our grades 6, 7, and 8.

We have audited the accompanying combined financial statements of the 
Town of Dorset School District as of and for the year ended June 30, 1988, as 
listed in the Table of Contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town of Dorset School District's management. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on 
our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
Management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. 
We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As explained in Note 1, the School District has not maintained a record 
of its general fixed assets; accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, 
required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the 
financial reports. 


In our opinion, with the exception of the matter described in the 
preceding paragraph, the combined financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Dorset 
School District at June 30, 1988, and the results of its operations, in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, 
the combined statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of each of the individual funds of the Town of 
Dorset School District, and the results of operations of such funds, in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

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Note 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


Except where noted, the accounting policies of the School 
District conform to generally accepted accounting principles 
as applicable to governments. The following isasummary of 
the more significant policies: 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the School District are organized on the 
basis of funds and account groups, each of which is con- 
sidered a separate accounting entity. The operations of 
each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund 
equity, revenue and expenditures. Government resources 
are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds, based 
upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The 
various funds are grouped in the financial statements in this 
report into four (4) generic fund types and two (2) broad fund 
categories, as follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the gen- 
eral operating fund of the School District. It 
is used to account forall financial resources, 
except those required to be accounted for in 
another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue 
Funds are used to account for the proceeds 
of specific revenue sources (other than spe- 
cial assessments, expendable trusts or 
major capital projects) that are legally re- 
stricted to expenditures for specified 
purposes. 


Capital Projects Funds - Capital Projects 
Funds are used to account for financial 
resources to be used for the acquisition or 
construction of major capital facilities. 
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FIDUCIARY/TRUST FUNDS 


Fiduciary/Trust Funds - Fiduciary/Trust 
Funds are used to account for assets held on 
behalf of outside parties, including other 
governments, or on behalf of other funds 
within the government. When these assets 
are held under the terms of a formal trust 
agreement, either a pension trust fund, a 
nonexpendable trust fund or an expendable 
trust fund is used. The terms "“nonexpend- 
able” and “expendable” refer to whether or 
not the government is under an obligation to 
maintain the trust principal. The music 
amount is the only Expendable Trust Fund 
at this time. 


B. FIXED ASSETS AND LONG-TERM 
LIABILITIES 


The School District has not established a record of its general 
fixed assets. Therefore, property, plant, equipment and 
furniture ex penditures are charged to current operations and 
are not controlled through general fixed asset records. Most 
School Districts in this state do not maintain these type of 
records. 

If generally accepted accounting principles were applied, 
fixed assets used in Govern mental Fund type operations 
(general fixed assets) would be accounted for in the General 
Fixed Assets Account Group, rather than in Governmental 
Funds. 


Long-term liabilites expected to be financed from 
Governmental Funds are accounted for in the General Long- 
Term Account Group, not in the Governmental Funds. 


The account group is nota “fund”. It is con cerned only with 
the measurement of finan cial position. It is not involved with 
measure ment or results of operations. 


Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure 
recognition for Govern mental Fund types is limited to 
exclude amounts represented by noncurrent liabili ties. 
Since they do not affect net current assets, such long-term 
amounts are not re cognized as Governmental Fund type 
expen ditures or fund liabilities. They are instead reported as 
liabilities in the General Long Term Debt Account Group.

C. BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenue and expenditures 
are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 
statements. Basis of accounting relates to the the timing of 
the measurements made, regardless of the measurement 
focus applied. 


All Governmental Funds are accounted for using the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenue is recognized 
when it becomes measurable and available as net current 
assets. Taxpayer-assessed income and gross receipts are 
considered ‘‘measurable” when in the hands of intermediary 
collecting governments and are recognized as revenue at 
that time. 


Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is 
incurred. Exceptions to this general rule include: 
accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other employee 
amounts, which are not accrued. 


D. BUDGETS AND BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING 


The School District follows these procedures in establishing 
the budgetary data reflected in the financial statements: 


1. The School Superintendent submits to the School Boarda 
proposed operating budget for the fiscal year 
commencing the following July 1. The operating budget 
includes proposed expenditures and the means of 
financing them. 


2. Public hearings are conducted at the School to obtain tax- 
payer comments. Said hearings shall be held not less than 
two days nor more than 60 days prior to the date of the 
annual Town Meeting. 


3. The Board adopts a budget which is a recommendation to 
the electorate. The proposed budget is distributed to the 
legal voters of the Town at least 10 days before Town 
meeting. Voters at Town meeting vote to adopt the budget 
as recommended or can amend it in total. 


E. TOTAL COLUMNS ON COMBINED 
STATEMENTS - OVERVIEW 


Total columns on the Combined Statements -Overview are 
captioned “Memorandum Only” to indicate that they are 
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presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these 
columns do not present financial position or results of 
operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

Note 2: Pension Plan 


Certain employees participate and contribute to the Vermont 
Municipal Employees Retirement system. The School 
District funds its portion of the retirement contribution from 
the General Fund. The cost of the contributions for the year 
ended June 30, 1988 was $1,974. 


Note 3: Subsequent Event 


Subsequent to June 30, 1988, the School District borrowed 
$374,000.00 in anticipation of taxes from the Chittenden 
Trust Company, at an interest rate of 6.30%, due June 30, 
1989. 


Note 4: Bus Replacement 


The amounts of interest income in the Bus Replacemnt Fund 
and Capital Projects Fund represent amounts of interest 
income earned by the funds, but not yet paid out by the 
General Fund as of June 30, 1988. 


Note 5: Land Acquisition 


The money for the Land Acquisition was approved at the 1988 
Town meeting and was to be budgeted in fiscal year 1989. 
However, the Selectmen did not raise the money for the land, 
and surplus money had to be used for the purchase. 


Note 6: Long-Term Debt 


The Long term Debt at June 30, 1988 consists of General 
Obligation Bonds which will be used for the construction of 
an addition to the Dorset Elementary School, with variable 
interest rate currently at 5.3%, principal payable annually ti 
over the next twenty years. I

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Annual Report of Burr & Burton Seminary 


New faculty members were welcomed to the Burr and Burton 
school community this Fall, including Betsy Hubner from Rockaway, 
New Jersey as Studio Art Teacher, Suzanne Rappaport, Fine Art 
Coordinator from Pawlet, Vt., Jeff Burkert, Maintenance Director 
from Cabot, Vt., Lyn Baldwin as Environmental Studies teacher from 
North Bennington and Kathi Jewett from Manchester as College 
Prep Biology teacher. 

School-wide enrollment has dropped significantly in the last year, 
due to lower numbers in the upper grades of the area feeder schools. 
This enrollment drop has been anticipated for several years, and it is 
expected that it will continue through 1992 before stabilizing. 

Despite the fact that we were able to plan for the drop, as well as to 
intensify recruitment efforts to counteract it, a significant part of this 
year’s tuition increase can be directly attributed to the resultant lower 
efficiency in the use of both our campus and our central staff.

The Dorset School Directors authorized public tuition payments to 
Burr and Burton Seminary totaling $416,251.48 for the 1987-88 
school year. The Seminary Trustees continue to use no public tuition 
income for debt retirement or capital construction purposes. 
Financial support for those purposes and others Is raised privately, 
utilizing our Alumni/Development office, along with the Seminary’s 
corporate non-profit status. 

The Trustees’ Development Committee launched its seventh 
annual fund drive last month. The results of that appeal will enable us 
to upgrade our computer lab, and to continue to expand our 
performing Art/Drama programs. 

There are at least three new significant developments at the school 
this year. Beginning in August, the school’s boarding program was 
re-activated. This was made possible through the generous support 
of a foundation, the cooperation of an urban N.J. youth agency and 
the hospitality of area families. We currently have 3 boarders, and 
plan to expand within the next few years to as many as 10 students. In 
addition, we also have 6 foreign students studying with us this year. 

We also began the year with a brand new, state-of-the-art IBM 
computer lab. Housed in the Practical Arts Building, students are 
taught a variety of business oriented subjects with this lab by three of 
our teachers. 


The third development is very recent. This past month the school’s 
Trustees voted to admit 8th graders for the first time in the history of 
the Seminary. The Trustees see themselves in this action as being 
responsive to requests from area school boards, but also prudent in 
that we need the additional students to increase our efficiency of 
operation. The Trustees attached conditions to the action, which 
include the development of an exemplary 8th grade program and a 
commitment to do so as early as September of 1989, if needed. 

The Trustees remain anxious to receive ideas and to answer 
questions from members of the Dorset community.

Dorset Fire District #1 
Annual Report 


More than 160 Dorset residents braved a late winter storm on 
March 14, 1988, to attend aspecial meeting at the firehouse and voice 
their unanimous support for the purchase of a new Grumman fire 
truck at an estimated cost of $97,000. The acquisition was dictated by 
the failure of the department's 29-year-old vehicle which was 
subsequently sold through a sealed bid advertisement for the sum of 
$885. To finance the new truck the voters authorized a promissory 
note payable over a seven-year period. 

In November the department accepted the gift of a used 1973 
Chevrolet tank truck from Walter Freed. This additional piece of 
equipment gives firemen the ability to deliver a total of more than 
5,000 gallons of water on demand. 

Voters at the annual meeting on May 9, 1988, adopted a budget of 
$69,250 for the Fire District, and authorized a fire tax of 6€ per $100 
assessed evaluation to realize the same. The Water Company budget 
was established at $18,950 with no changé in rate. A financial 
statement prepared December 31, 1988, by Willard R. Powell, C.P.A., 
shows adequate income to meet the projected expenditures for this 
fiscal year. 


A water shortage during the summer was traced to a leak in the pipe 


servicing the Dorset Town Library. Repair of this leak and several 
others subsequently discovered, brought the reservoir back up to the 
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desired level despite an unusually dry year. All water samples sent 
monthly to the Vermont Department of Health Laboratory for 
bacteriological examination met the compliance test. 

Chester Andrews was elected to a three-year term on the 
Prudential Committee. James Kingston was named to fill an 
unexpired two-year term, and Terry Tyler and George Warburton 
were chosen for one-year terms. The fifth member of the committee 
is Austin Rumney. 

Firemen re-elected their three chief officers for the ensuing year at 
their meeting on December 12, 1988. These are James W. O'Neil, Ill, 
Chief Engineer; Milton McWayne, First Assistant; and Theron 
Troumbly, Second Assistant. The Prudential Committee expresses 
the Town's gratitude to the volunteer firemen for another year of 
responsible and excellent service. 

Meetings of the Prudential Committee are held the first Monday of 
each month at the firehouse at 7:30 P.M. unless otherwise posted at 
the Post Office. All legal voters are welcome to attend these meetings 
and to participate in the District's Annual Meeting scheduled for May 
8, 1989.

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Annual Report of the Green Mountain National Forest 
Manchester District to the Town of Dorset 


The Forest Service, an agency of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, is charged with managing the nation’s forests. The 
Green Mountain National Forest, one of the 153 forests of the 
National Forest system, manages vegetation to create wildlife 
habitat, protects water and soil resources from degradation, provides 
a wide range of recreational Opportunities from total solitude in 
Wilderness areas to trails in semi-primitive areas and camping 
opportunities at developed campgrounds. We identify and protect 
cultural resources and threatened and endangered plant and animal 
species. 

The Green Mountain National Forest has had presence in Vermont 
since 1932, when the State Legislature requested the United States 
Congress to create a national forest. Since 1932, the Forest has 
grown to approximately 330,000 acres, of which 200,000 acres 
comprise the Manchester district. Listening to you the users and 
owners of the Forest, who have told us that public land in Vermont is 
scarce and precious, we believe that we must provide benefits that 
private land does not, and in such a manner that options and 
opportunities for future generations of people remain open. Your 
direction to us, as managers of your Forest, is well documented in the 
"Land and Resource Management Plan.”” The Plan is the basis for all 
projects which comprise our annual program of work. 

1988 was an exciting year and was certainly a year of change. 
Michael Schrotz reported as the district ranger replacing Wolf 
Schumann. Rob Clark and Ed Toth joined the staff as assistant 
rangers to Michael. Diane Strohm joined as district silviculturalist. 
The short term goal of the new management team was to listen to the 
employees, observe the program workings§, listen to the forest users 
and bring about any necessary changes. Subtle changes occurred 
throughout 1988 and major changes are taking place as we enter 
1989. We believe that the Manchester office is now as lean as it can 
possibly be and still offer protection of the natural resources. 

1988 brought increased use across the Forest. Day use increased 
in almost all areas while overnight use remained constant. Much of 
the increase in day use is attributed to the increase in second home 
owners. 1988 also brought a large workload.“To help complete our 
targeted goals, we made use of temporary labor, the Vermont Youth 
Conservation Corp (VYCC), the Vermont Corrections Crew and 
cooperators such as the Green Mountain Club (GMC) and the 
Vermont Association of Snow Travelers (VAST). 

Work projects developing the wildlife program were probably the 
most rewarding. Our goal is to create a variety of habitats which 
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provides food and shelter for birds and animals. We create diverse 
habitats by manipulating vegetation, providing artificial homes and 
restructuring stream beds. Timber harvesting is probably the most 
important factor in changing the diversity of vegetation. Timber, sold 
and cut by private logging contractors, causes new growth to sprout, 
providing a good food source. Timber harvest in winter deer yards 
creates vigorous new conifer growth, providing thermal protection 
for deer. We also burned almost 400 acres of land to maintain grassy 
openings, excellent habitat for birds and animals. Wood boxes 
placed near open water provide homes for waterfowl and 
occassionally a squirrel. In addition to placing new boxes, we 
checked those existing to determine which birds and animals used 
the boxes. Members of the VYCC worked to release apple trees from 
natural growth of maples. An important food source, apples are 
slowly being shaded out as farmland succeeds to forests. Anew and 
growing program is that of restocking Atlantic Salmon. While the 
district is a long distance from the Atlantic, we completed 
construction of new fish habitat; deep pools for wintering, creation of 
ripples to instill oxygen in the water, and placement of logs and 
boulders in the stream course to provide hiding places for fish. Of 
course the most exciting activity was that of stocking the Salmon fry. 
It seems incredible, but these fry live in the streams for 2 years before 
travelling to the Atlantic. They return again, at a size of 8 to 20 
pounds, to spawn their eggs in the same stream. 

Providing recreational facilities and opportunities for you the 
Forest user is also a large part of our program. The district provided 
Hosts at many of the sites. These people welcomed the users and 
helped to inform the users of activities and opportunities available for 
their pleasure. Bulietin boards were installed to provide better 
information when Hosts were not available. The Hosts also listened 
to you and brought your ideas to our attention, many of which will be 
implemented as we continue to grow. The largest task of the year was 
to construct 8 miles of Appalachian/Long Trail (AT/LT) over Stratton 
Mountain. Temporary labor and GMC workers combined efforts to 
complete the task amidst hot weather and bugs. Volunteer groups 
helped to maintain some 60 miles of existing trails, clearing brush, 
reconstructing waterbars, rebuilding tread and placing signs. 

The district also provided many services frequently asked for. 
Providing fuelwood cutting lots is one such service. Although all 20 
lots were awarded by random drawing, we found that fewer than half 
were actually cut. Because of the decreased use, we will offer fewer 
areas in 1989. On the flip side, Christmas tree cutting increased over 
the previous year. Several articles in local papers informed the public 
that tree cutting was an enjoyable recreational pursuit and required 
only a $5 permit. Another very important service was that of

attending the many evening meetings to talk with selectmen, 
planning commissions and road commissioners about the needs of 
their constituents. 

Specifically in Dorset, the National Forest manages a small amount 
of land. Located along the Town's eastern boundary, Forest users 
find access to hiking, horse and snowmobile trails. A study 
completed by the Bennington County Regional Commission 
revealed that National Forest land may be of financial benefit to the 
Town, in addition to the "quality of life’’ values associated with free 
and open lands. The study, headed by Nate Williams, is available 
through the BCRC. BCRC has asked that a question appear on the 
March ballot asking whether National Forest ownership should be 
increased in Dorset, assuming a willing seller was interested in 
selling to the United States.

Report of the Bennington County Regional Commission 


Municipal requests for assistance varied considerably during the 
past year: Wetlands, impact fees, historic districts, rezoning reports, 
capital budgeting, residential care facilities, new maps, industrial 
sites, home occupations, planning and zoning procedures, conflicts 
of interest, subdivision regulations, open space zoning, etc. The 
Supervisor of the unorganized town of Glastenbury designated the 
BCRC as the Planning Commission and Zoning Board in the absence 
of any local authority. Several communities were assisted with grant 
applications under Community Development, Act 200 planning, and 
solid waste programs. Grant and technical assistance was provided 
to the Red Cross and Dorset Nursing Association for a volunteer 
medical transit service (MediCab). A Transportation Development 
Plan proposal (TDP) was approved to coordinate the region's transit 
needs, and an advisory committee has been formed. The first phase 
of a Regional Solid Waste Plan began in July, 1988. Other solid waste 
activities included professional mediation assistance for Sunderland 
officials, VICON, and other interested groups, negotiation assistance 
regarding the Ogden Martin incinerator proposal, costs and options 
for waste disposal and recycling, demolition material disposal, 
landfill siting criteria, etc. Several planning, zoning, and special 
workshops were conducted for local officials and the public. BCRC, 
Putnam Memorial Health Corporation, Bennington Community 
Development Department, and Bennington-Rutland Opportunity 
Council coordinated efforts to form a nonprofit housing corporation 
for the region. The 7/11 Town Housing Consortium Project 
administered by the BCRC and directed by the Policy Board was 
completed for the multi-year grant period. Appreciation is extended 
to Arlington who served as a lead sponsor. Proceeds from the 
revolving loan account can continue to be made available for housing 
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projects. A feasibility study for expanding the acquitision boundary 
of the Green Mountain National Forest was completed and the results 
distributed to towns which have lands in the Taconic Mountain 
Range. In response to additional responsibilities under the State 
Planning (Act 200) and Solid Waste legislation, an additional staff 
person was added. The Chairman of the BCRC also appointed three 
committees: Regional Plan & Act 200, Solid Waste, and Technical 
Reviews. The staff includes Gregory Burke, Marilyn Ryba, Nathan 
Williams, Jim Sullivan, and Collette Galusha. Special recognition 
and appreciation is extended to Marilyn Ryba for her dedicated 
service and ability to convert a challenge into an opportunity. 
Marilyn will be leaving at the end of March 1989. All programs and 
projects are audited under the Single Audit Act, and the results are 
made available to local and state officials.

Dorset Nursing Association 
Annual Report - 1988 

Since 1965, Dorset Nursing Association (DNA), a non-profit, 
Medicare approved community health agency has provided health 
care services to individuals in the community. During the past year, 
DNA's staff of twelve cared for 118 individuals in their homes, 
counselled 975 adults and children in clinics, and attended to 257 
school children. All this is possible because of DNA’s ability to havea 
prompt, personal response to care requests. Our patients range in 
age from one week to ninety-six years. Each patient's care is planned 
according to their specific needs based on a thorough review and 
coordination of care services. 

Current health figures show us that one out of seven Americans 
need home health care services. At DNA, our care services go 
beyond the traditional seven basic service components: nursing, 
home health aide services, homemaker, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, speech therapy, and hospice. Homecare now 
includes "high tech” services such as home intravenous therapy, 
apnea monitoring for an infant with difficulty breathing, and special 
pain medication devices. These "high tech” services enhance the 
health care to the patient and support patients in the comfort of their 
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homes. Dorset Nursing Association's philosophy is to give care and 
comfort, to promote independence and to preserve each individual’s 
quality of life. 

In addition to the health care services delivered as "treatment", 
DNA's staff provides education, rehabilitation, problem 
identification, case managements, and coordination of any 
additional necessary services. In the past year DNA’s Wellness” 
programs include:

1988 Annual Report 


1988 was a year of change and challenge for the Library. We 
completed the building repairs as planned, with in budget and on 
time. A water leak of major proportions made us increase our fund 
raising efforts to cover the extra $3,000 and by year’s end we had 
made it thanks to some extraordinary donations.

The Retired Senior Volunteer Program in its fifteenth year of 
operation maintains its vital role in the Northshire area. RSVP retired 
volunteers age 60 and over are continuing their community 
involvement by using their vast accumulation of skills and knowledge 
in volunteer service through the non-profit organizations they serve. 
The community benefits by this valuable source of free manpower at 
a time when human service agencies are finding the needs of their 
communities growing while their resources to meet these needs are 
diminishing. 

During the period from November 1, 1987 through October 31, 
1988 the Northshire RSVP volunteers contributed 5,465 hours to 21 
non-profit organizations. These hours were contributed by 
volunteers including 44 Manchester residents and 15 Dorset 
residents. Another 2300 hours were contributed by Arlington area 
RSVP volunteers who serve Northshire organizations such as 
Hildene, Manchester Health Service and Dorset Nursing 
Association-Red Cross Van. 

In addition to serving local organizations such as the Manchester 
Health Services, the Chamber of Commerce, the Rescue Squad, 
Mark Skinner Library, Hildene, Manchester Elementary School, the 
Manchester town offices, the Meals on Wheels program, B-ROC 
Food Distribution, Literacy Volunters of Mettowee/Northshire, 
Northshire Day School, and Dorset Village Public Library many of 
our Northshire RSVP volunters also perform necessary tasks for the 
American Red Cross, Medicare Information Hotline, nursing homes 
and the Vermont Veterans Home, Southwestern Vermont Medical 
Center, the Bennington County Regional Commission, and the IRS- 
AARP Senior Tax Counseling Project. RSVP volunteers are 
continuing with the Knitting Project with *2300 worth of sweaters, 
hats, scarves and mittens distributed in 1988 to Bennington County 
children in need through the Bennington-Rutland Opportunity 
Council. A new project this year for Northshire RSVP volunteers 
works with the Dorset Nursing Association to develop a Friendly 
Visiting network for homebound persons or those in community 
residences. Another new project is a working group called Friends of 
Day Care Centers whereby RSVP volunteers help prepare materials 
for children’s activities. 

RSVP volunteers give willingly of their time and service and all too 
often their efforts go unnoticed. This year Lucille Fay, Fredrika 
Hilliard, Mildred O'Neal and Calvin Skinner were recognized for ten 
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years of volunteer service to the community. Eight persons were 
recognized for five years of community service as RSVP volunteers. 

The RSVP program is unique in that it is organized to provide 
volunteer service to a variety of community-service organizations. 
Support services are provided by the program which help our senior 
volunteers in their commitment to service in the community and 
include insurance coverage for volunteers, transportation 
reimbursement, and the expenses incurred for a Manchester-Dorset 
Volunteer Coordinator. 

We ask the Town’s support once again so that the RSVP program 
may continue to serve both the retiree volunteers and those they 
assist.

Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging 


The Southwestern Vermont Area Agency on Aging gratefully 
acknowledges the town appropriation of $800.00 for the year 1988. 

This Agency expects to spend $18,058 to assist elders in your 
community during its current fiscal year. 

We provided the following services to elders residing in your 
community during our past fiscal year which ended September 30, 
1988. 

Senior Meals: 242 meals were served at the sites to 14 elders from 
your community. 1,151 meals were delivered to the homes of 13 
elders who were homebound and unable to come to the mealsites. 
This service is often called "Meals on Wheels”. 

Senior Advocate Assistance: 25 persons over 60 received help 
through this program. Elders were assisted with applications and 
problem resolution in benefit programs such as Medicaid, Food 
Stamps and SSI. Advocate staff helped a number of elders who had 
questions or problems related to health care payments and insurance 
claims. Among other things, Advocates helped elders file Vermont 
Tax rebate claims and apply for energy program assistance. 

This Agency provided support, directly or through, contract, for 
the following additional services that were used by elders in your 
community. 

-Long Term Care Ombudsman - This individual provided advocacy 
assistance to residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. The 
Ombudsman helped elders and if appropriate, family members or 
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friends, sort out information regarding financial assistance and other 
concerns related to institution care. 

- Information and Referral - This Agency maintained a directory of 
services and programs available to elders in our area. Elders were 
able to access this information by either calling or visiting our office. 

- Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly - The Area Agency provided 
funding for an Attorney whose role was to focus on the legal 
concerns of elders. This Attorney worked through the Vermont Legal 
Aid Office service in our region. 

- Essential Transportation - On a limited basis, this Agency 
reimbursed mileage costs of volunteer drivers who transported 
elders needing this type of help to get to medical appointments or do 
essential food shopping. 

This Agency is dependent on local support both financial and 
otherwise. We hope that the town of Dorset views the services 
offered through the Agency as worthwhile and beneficial to the 
elderly residents of Dorset.

We are not quite ready to give up some of 
these rights. This takes away our form of town government, and no 
we are not in favor of it. We want control at the local communities.
